FOR  YOUR  INFORMATION 


Camping 

A  camping  permit  must  be  obtained  upon  arrival  at  the  site 
from  the  site  superintendent  or  night  watchman.  Advance  reserva¬ 
tions  are  available  at  some  sites.  Most  sites  with  camping  facilities 
allow  group  camping.  Both  group  camping  and  family  camping 
are  limited  to  14  nights  in  a  30  day  period.  Check  out  time  is  3  p.m. 

Rent-A-Camp  facilities  are  available  at  a  limited  number  of 
sites.  For  a  nominal  fee  the  participant  has  the  use  of  a  tent  and 
camping  gear  already  in  place  at  the  site. 

The  camping  class  indicated  generally  is  the  highest  avail¬ 
able.  Most  Class  A  campgrounds  also  have  Class  B  or  lower  camp¬ 
ing  facilities.  During  winter  some  Class  A  campgrounds  may  be 
shut  down  to  Class  B  status.  During  spring  thawing,  many  roads 
and  facilities  are  closed.  Check  with  the  site  before  your  visit. 

Campers  should  bring  their  own  firewood.  Information  on 
facilities  and  programs  may  be  obtained  by  contacting  any  DOC 
office. 

Hunting  and  Fishing 

Anglers  fishing  on  state  sites  should  have  in  their  possession 
an  Illinois  fishing  license  ora  combined  sportsman’s  license.  Illi¬ 
nois  residents  who  are  65  years  old  or  older,  or  who  are  physically 
disabled  are  exempt  from  the  licensing  requirement.  Any  person 
under  16  years  of  age  is  also  exempt. 

Hunters  using  state  property  must  be  in  possession  of  a  state 
hunting  license  or  combined  sportsman’s  license,  as  well  as  all 
applicable  permits  and  stamps.  Resident  sportsmen  who  are  65 
years  old  or  older  or  who  are  physically  disabled  are  exempt  from 
licensing.  Shooting  times,  dates,  species  and  locations  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  change.  Check  with  the  site  before  your  visit. 

Hunting,  fishing  and  combined  sportsmen’s  licenses  expire 
on  March  31  of  each  year. 

Boating  Motors 

No— No  motors  allowed.  15—15  horsepower  limit. 

E— Electric  trolling  only.  25—25  horsepower  limit. 

10—10  horsepower  limit.  •—Unlimited. 

On  some  areas,  motors  are  not  allowed  at  various  times  of 
the  year  due  to  land  use  conflicts.  Check  with  the  site  before  you 
visit.
